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A Call to Social Workers for All-Out Mobilization 


The Seventy-second Annual Meeting of the National Conference of Social 
Work has been cancelled by the Executive Committee of the Conference in 
accordance with the order of the Director of War Mobilization, James Byrnes! 

This decision was not easy to make as we considered the importance 
of our National Conference as a dynamic force in the field of social service 
in these days of unpredictable and rapid change, and the pressing need for 


future planning to meet war-created needs at home and abroad. 


The vitality of an organization, whether it be the Army or the National 
Conference of Social Work, is measured by its ability to meet a crisis intel- 
ligently, with imagination and with vigor. In other words, to counter-attack 
instead of retreating and losing ground in the face of heavy odds. 


The year 1945 is a year of crisis. In the field of social work the blows 
fall upon every social agency from the national level to the smallest unit of 
social service, public and private, in town.and village, as well as in the great 
metropolitan centers. For that reason the “High Command,” composed of the 
Executive Committee and the Program Committee of the Conference, met in 
New York, January 15th to 17th and together with representatives of the 
Associate Groups developed plans to meet the unprecedented situation created 
by the war. These plans you will find outlined in the pages that follow. 

I call*on you as members of the National Conference of Social Work 
to rally to meet the challenge of these tragic days, to the end that 1945 shall 
be recorded in history as a period in which social work renewed its strength; 
and refreshed and fully armed moved forward to meet the challenge of the 
new day.

Two New Classes of Organization 
Membership 


OR several years there has been discussion in 

the Executive Committee of the desirability of 
creating at least two new classifications of mem- 
bership in the Conference for social agencies, eith- 
er public or private. A number of the larger or- 
ganizations have expressed an interest in such ad- 
ditional financial support of the Conference. It 
therefore seemed a good time in view of the finan- 
cial problems which the Conference will face dur- 
ing 1945 to create these new membership classes 
and the Executive Committee so voted at its re- 
cent meeting. They will be in terms of $50.00 or 
$100.00 each and will carry the same pro-rata 
privileges as the present $10.00 sustaining mem- 
bership and the $25.00 institutional membership. 
The justification for this step lies in the fact that 
organized social work does have a stake in and a 
concern that the National Conference shall con- 
tinue its service to the whole field of social work; 
that it shall not be hampered by too meager financ- 
ing; and that it shall be in a position to serve in 
even more effective ways when the present emer- 
gency is over. Compared with other professiona! 
and semi-professional organizations of a similar 
character it has always operated on a relatively 
small budget. The opportunities of increased serv- 
ice during the years ahead are great. The Con- 
ference faces the problem this year of not only 
balancing at present an unbalanced budget but 
preparing the financial basis for a larger program 
when conditions permit. 


New Membership Directory 


UE to war conditions the usual Membership Di- 

rectory of the Conference which heretofore 
has been published annually has been omitted dur- 
ing the past three years. It will be published again 
as of October 1, 1945. It is our hope that publica- 
tion thereafter will continue annually. It will in- 
clude the name, affiliation and address of every 
member, personal and agency, in good standing as 
of September 30, 1945. Sometime during the next 
few months every person now on the active mem- 
bership roll will be communicated with to check 
the accuracy of their present listing in the Con- 
ference files. Many persons whose membership 
may have lapsed for one reason or another dur- 
ing the past three years will want to be included 
in that Membership Directory. This can be very 
simply done, just send your membership renewal 
fee to the Conference office. 
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THE CONFERENCE CARRIES ON 


OR the first time in seventy-two years there 

will be no Annual Meeting of the National Con- 
ference of Social Work in 1945. In response to the 
new rulings and urgent requests of the Office of 
Defense Transportation the Executive Committee 
at its meeting in New York on January 15 unani- 
mously voted to cancel the Annual Meeting that 
had been scheduled for Milwaukee, the week of 
May 27. However, there is no feeling of defeat- 
ism. The situation is a challenge to the Conference 
to meet its responsibilities in new ways. The Con- 
ference will carry on. 


We will go ahead immediately with the publica- 
tion of a Volume of 1945 Proceedings. However, 
our whole procedures will have to be changed. 
Heretofore, the Proceedings has been built from 
manuscripts that have been submitted at the An- 
nual Meeting and reviewed by the Editorial Com- 
mittee. This year there are no manuscripts now 
ready. The Editorial Committee will select from 
the program plans those papers which it feels will 
give the best cross-section of current social work 
thinking, planning, and experience, and ask the 
speakers to write their papers for publication in 
the Proceedings. In order that the Volume may be 
made available as soon as possible the Editorial 
Committee is meeting on February 6 and 7. It is 
hoped that in spite of the delays due to war con- 
ditions the Proceedings will be available sometime 
in October. 


The Program Committee which includes all of 
the Section and Special Committee Chairmen, 
spent the entire day of January 16 going over the 
subjects and speakers that had been planned for 
their meetings and recommended those particular 
subjects which they believed were the most im- 
portant out of all the program for the Editorial 
Committee to consider for inclusion in the Pro- 
ceedings. The Editorial Committee starts its work 
with the carefully considered recommendations of 
those who have been responsible for planning the 
program. Through the Proceedings much of the 
important thinking and planning in current social 
work will be available to the members in most com- 
munities across the country and that is where the 
information is put to use. 


The second part of the revised plans for 1945 
comes from a suggestion offered by a Conference 
member, Russell Kurtz of the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation, who is always concerned with the welfare 


of the Conference and ways and means of increas- 
ing its service to social work. If people can not 
come to an Annual Meeting this year to take back 
with them national thinking, planning and expe- 
rience why not take at least part of what would 
have been presented in Milwaukee out to the local 
communities? It was a pertinent question and the 
Executive Committee accepted the challenge. The 
plan was presented to the Program Committee and 
then to the Program Conference which includes 
the representatives of all of the Associate Groups 
and received hearty approval and support. Here 
it is. 

Within a very short time we will know what 
papers, with the subjects, authors, and outlines of 
the papers, are going to be printed in the Proceed-" 
ings. These manuscripts will be coming into the 
Conference office during the next two months. It 
is therefore proposed that every community in the 
country of any size and this means in communities 
of 20,000 or even less be given the opportunity of 
holding a one-day National Conference meeting 
during the week that we would have been meet- 
ing in Milwaukee. It is hoped that the majority 
will select Monday, May 28. It would be a great 
thing if Conference members, social workers, 
board members, public officials, Mr. John Citizen, 
interested in the welfare of his local community 
would be meeting in hundreds of communities 
across the country on that one day, listening to 
the best of material that would have been pre- 
sented at Milwaukee and is most useful for local 
consideration and discussing it in the light of local 
problems and situations. So letters proposing the 
idea and outlining the plan have been sent to the 
executive of Councils of Social Agencies or some 
outstanding agency in every community. 


The Associate Groups of the Conference which 
include practically all of the great national agen- 
cies have promised the cooperation of their local 
units in the organization of such a one-day local 
Conference. There are all kinds of possibilities 
that can be used by a local committee in charge. 
The chances of a national radio hook-up and so 
on are being explored. So if as a Conference mem- 
ber you are asked to attend a meeting to consider 
such a one-day Conference in your community that 
will be your que to stand by and help. The April 
Bulletin will carry a list of the communities par- 
ticipating in the plan. The July Bulletin will have 
the story of what were the results. 
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Committee on Nominations 


AGAIN as two years ago when the Cleveland 

Regional Meeting was cancelled, our Commit- 
tee on Nominations will have to do its work under 
considerable handicap. It will meet before long and 
propose a slate of officers and committee members. 
These will be cleared by mail with'every member 
of the Committee on Nominations. They will then 
be presented to the Executive Committee at a 
meeting to be held in June. Under Conference pro- 
cedure the report of the Committee on Nomina- 
tions is presented to the Conference at its annual 
meeting. It is not approved or disapproved nor are 
further nominations received from the floor. How- 
ever, any group of twenty-five members of the 
Conference in good standing may nominate by 
petition for any officer or committee member and 
that name must go on the ballot. Nominations by 
petition may be filed in the Conference office not 
later than December 31, 1945, to be included on the 
ballot for the 1946 election. 


The Chairman of the Committee, Mr. Edgar 
Gerlach, Bureau of Prisons, Department of Jus- 
tice, New York City, would greatly appreciate it 
if Conference members who would like to have 
some person considered by the Committee on Nom- 
inations, would send the name with complete in- 
formation to the Conference office as soon as pos- 
sible. In doing this it should be borne in mind 
that it is Conference policy to nominate for officers 
and committee members only persons who are 
members of the Conference or on the staff or board 
of member agencies. In many communities one 
person has been asked to secure the suggestions 
of other local workers for the Committee on Nom- 
inations. If there is such a person in your commu- 
nity cooperate with him, if not, or you do not know 
him, send your suggestions directly to the Con- 
ference office.

Last Minute News 
THE 1944 PROCEEDINGS 


The word has just come by wire that at long 
last the 1944 Proceedings started into the mails 
on January 29. Due to war conditions there has 
been one delay after another, first at the printers 
and then at the bindery. The last bottleneck was 
the proper dyes for the cover. However, the book 
is finished and in the mails. If after a reasonable 
time your volume has not yet been received please 
notify the Conference office. It is sent directly 
from the publishers to every member of the Con- 
ference in good standing whose membership fee 
is $5.00 or more. Anyone else may purchase the 
volume at the regular retail price of $5.00 from 
Columbia University Press, Columbia University, 
New York 27, New York. 


EARLY RETURNS ON PLANS FOR LOCAL 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE MEETINGS 


A letter together with a memorandum describ- 
ing the proposed plans for the holding of local one 
day National Conference meetings on Monday, 
May 28 was mailed out of the Conference office 
on Friday, January 26 to more than 450 local com- 
munities. By the following Wednesday morning 
requests had been received from more than 40 
communities asking for other information and ma- 
terial. We cannot hold the Bulletin longer for later 
reports at this time but the complete list of cities 
holding meetings will be published in the April 
Bulletin. Such an immediate response would indi- 
cate that many cities will hold a National Confer- 
ence meeting next May. The Editorial Committee 
of the Conference met on February 6 and 7. It is 
expected that the 1945 volume of the Proceedings 
can go to press about May 1 with a hoped for pub- 
lication date some time in October. 
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THE TREASURER’S STATEMENT 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF SOCIAL WORK 


E SUBMIT herewith the financial statements 

of the Conference for the fiscal period, Jan- 
uary 1 to December 31, 1944, and the budget esti- 
mates for 1945. As usual this is done in seven 
statements. 


Statement No. 1 shows the total assets and lia- 
bilities as of December 31, 1944. Statement No. 2 
shows all cash receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal period. The total cash receipts were $57,- 
382.36. The total cash expenditures were $48,- 
149.14, leaving a cash balance in the bank of $9,- 
233.22. All bills are paid to date with the excep- 
tion of the bill for the 1944 Proceedings. The vol- 
ume has not yet been published although it should 
be any day and we will not receive the bill for an- 
other month or so. Adding to our expenditures the 
estimated cost of the Proceedings of $5,613.81 
gives us the figure for total expenditures and lia- 
bilities mentioned above. After making this al- 
lowance we have a surplus of $3,619.41 on the 
year’s operations. 


Statement No. 3 is the budget statement of the 
operating account showing the budget allowances 
for 1944, our actual experience and budget esti- 
mates for 1945. In the actual experience, allowance 


has been made for the 1944 Proceedings bill. The 
budget estimates for 1945 were made before the 


recent ruling of ODT. In the light of that and the 
recommendation that will come before the Execu- 
tive Committee we have prepared a supplementary 
budget on the assumption that no annual meeting 
will be held during 1945. This is submitted as 
Statement No. 3A. In the budget estimated for 
1945 provision has been made for salary increases 
for two of the staff members. In the first instance 
this person has been on the staff since December, 
1931. She has had no increase in salary since Jan- 
uary of 1936. In the meantime she has had in- 
creased responsibility. We are recommending an 
increase of $400.00 a year which will bring her 
salary to $2,400.00 per year. In the second in- 
stance this person has been on the staff since Octo- 
ber, 1937, and has received her last increase in sal- 
ary in October, 1943. Her present salary is $140.00 
a month. She carries considerable office responsi- 
bility and we are recommending an increase to 
$155.00 a month. Inasmuch as new stenographers 


coming on the staff are demanding and receiving 
$135.00 a month it seems only a fair arrangement. 
We are also including in the estimated expendi- 
tures for 1945 an item of $1,321.00 which is as 
near as we can estimate it, the cost of the Confer- 
ence participating in the proposed retirement fund. 
The Executive Committee at its last meeting voted 
that the Conference would participate as soon as 
the plan became effective. Budgetary provision is 
made for that participation. 


Statements No. 4 and No. 5 show the actual re- 
ceipts and expenditures in the annual meeting ac- 
count, the budget statements for 1944 and the. 
budget estimates for 1945. These estimates were 
made on the basis of an annual meeting to be held 
in Milwaukee. In view of the proposed action by 
the Executive Committee there would be no budget 
for annual meeting in 1945. 


Statements No. 6 and No. 7 show the status of 
membership as of December 31, 1944. This shows 
a total paid membership of 5,434, a gain of 521 
over the previous year. The estimates for 1945 
were based on an annual meeting in Milwaukee. 
In making our estimates for membership income 
on statement No. 3A we have eliminated any in- 
come from new memberships during the year 
which accounts for the reduced estimates of mem- 
bership income on the proposed emergency budget. 


This budget represents what is needed to oper- 
ate the Conference efficiently during this unusual 
year. In order to present a balanced budget we are 
adding the balance from 1944 ($3,619.41) to the 
estimated income for 1945. We had hoped to set 
$2,000.00 aside in a reserve fund but the necessi- 
ties of the occasion require that we keep this in 
our operating account. 


The Conference is in sound condition financially. 
It goes into a difficult and now uncertain year. We 
believe, however, through the loyalty of members 
and by seeking to serve our constituency in every 
feasible way we can come through the year in 
reasonably good condition. Every effort will be 
made to do so.
